A vast amount of red tape is involved in the 
coupon cutting from the time that the great vault 
where the conmipany’s securities are kept is opened 
until the bundles’of coupons are sent out to be cashed 
and the trays which contain the bonds themselves are 
put back on their proper shelves. The opening of the 
vault itseif, in the first place, is no small matter. It 
is located on the of the

The door of the vault weighs a matter of fifteen 
tons and is fastened by twenty-one 2%-inch bolts, 
which are checked by four combination locks and a 
three-movement. time lock. When the door is closed 
the vault becomes absolutely air tight, so that the 
introduction of liquid explosives by any ill-disposed 
person who might evade the guards and gain access 
to the building in the night time is pretty thoroughly 
prevented.

down over a given coupon and allow it to be torn off 
without disturbing its next neighbor, which becomes 
itself a thing of value at the end of six months. When 
one has become expert at the job he can tear off the 
coupon by a single motion of the hand. The coupons, 
separated, are counted and sorted, and then go into 
the bundles for collection. Meantime the bonds them- 
selves are counted again, packed away in their boxes, 
and solemnly: put back in the great vault, to be taken 
out for the next time, perhaps, when an annual exam- 
ination of the company is in progress. 

Whether’ there is as much red tape about this as 
about the coupon clipping process depends upon who 
is making the examination. Expert accountants 
make a point of counting every bond and then of 
sealing up the boxes in which they are kept until the 
examination is over. Witnesses told the Grand Jury 
which has been investigating insurance matters lately 
that when a Western insurance Commissioner came 
on here to make an examination on a certain occa- 
sion, he asked an officer of the company how many 
bonds the Mutual had, counted the number in one of 
the boxes, computed the number of boxes to a square 
yard of space in the vault, measured the vault with

On his discharge he was found to be 
tuberculous, and was sent to a hospital where there 
was no room for him. Sent away, he smashed a sec- 
ond lamppost and got a year’s imprisonment. When 
he came out he was without work. Reduced nearly 
to starvation, he deliberately set fire to the garret in 
which he lived, and gave himself in charge. He knew 
that arson is punishable by transportation for. life, 
He told the Judge that he had taken every precau- 
tion to prevent the fire doing any serlous damage. 
He chose an hour when no one else was in the house 
and when the fire would be instantly detected. He

really not diamonds, but sections nine 
inches long by four wide, with diamond or 
picket-point ends. At the top the skirt 
laid in three-quarter-inch side plaits 
stitched in that ended at the knees. 
Another frock was a pale blue 
organdie divided into lengthwise sections 
by inch-wide insertions of Valenciennes, 
The skirt was one made of a large num- 
ber of gores, narrower, of course, at the 
top, and each gore was joined by an inch- 
One of these gores formed 
a panel front. Each gore had a few tiny 
tucks at the top to fit the skirt around 
the hips. Some of these tucks were longer 
than others. In the centre front panel 
they extended the entire length. These 
gores ended about fourteen inches from 
the floor, the lower edge being a straight 
flounce with a tucked top, the tucks being

the flounce. This flounce was joined to 
the gores by two half-inch insertions of 
Valenciennes, the idea evidently being 
that two narrow joined ‘nsertions were 
stronger than a single one. This bottom 
flounce had a two-inch hem and just 
above the hem an inch-wide insertion of 
the Valenciennes. 


The bodice had a yoke formed of shaped 
pieces like small gores of the organdie, 
and these were tucked. These little shaped 
sections were joined by Valenciennes in- 
sertion, and the stock was also formed 
of insertions of the lace and one nar- 
row one of the organdie. 

This yoke was joined to the body of 
the waist by an inch-wide insertion of the 
lace, and the body was laid at the top 
in clusters of tiny rib tucks that were 
released over the bust, and taken In again 
just above the narrow girdle belt, which 
was joined in both bodice and skirt, unit- 
ing them in one; this belt was made of 
three rows of the insertion. In the back 
the tucks continued from the yoke tp the 
bett. 

The sleeves, elbow of course, were made 
of sections shaped like melon sections, 
tapering at both top and bottom, but not 
excessively, for there was a single tiny 
plait at the end of each section. These 
sections were joined lengthwise by the 
Valenciennes insertions. There was a band 
or cuff four inches wide made of two 
rows of organdie and two of Valenciennes, 
and to this band was attached a four-inch 
ruffle of the organdie cut into deep points, 
the cuts between them running up to 
within an inch of the bands. These ruffles 
were double ruffles, made of two rows of 
Valenciennes edging, the lower or under- 
one an inch and a quarter wide and the 
upper one about three-quarters of an Inch; 
this wave a rippling effect of lace that 
was extremely pretty.

The gown of Miss Florence Adéle Kel- 
ley, now Mrs. Amédée Vallé Reyburn, 
was a white satin princess, and the beau- 
tiful three-cornered point lace shawl was 
so arranged as to cover the front, both 
bodice and skirt, like a plastron; this 
went around the sides and slanted up to- 
ward the waist line, so that practically 
the entire front and sides were draped, 
the back being plain.

PLED CHILDREN. 


T 29 Montgomery Street, in a small, 
old-fashioned three-story house, is 
located the Cripplef Children’s 
East Side Free School. Entirely 
inadequate to the needs of the 
children, the house ts filled with 
these little unfortunates whose 

lives morally, mentally and physically are 
being cared for by the ladies forming the 
Administrative Board. A few years ago 
the school was started in two rooms, with 
10 or 12 children in attendance. To-day the 
number on the register is 104, the average 
daily attendance 87, and the. waiting list 
has over 100 names onit. Situated in the 
congested district of the east side, one 
has only to go out into the “ highways 
and byways” to find these children, 
whose parents are only too giad to hand 
them over to the kind and willing hands 
that minister to their comfort and wel- 
fare. In the morning they are gathered 
from their homes, sometimes carried down 
three or four flights, and put into 
stage, which makes three trips before all 
can be brought to-the school.

Sanger. thev receive a cup of warm milk 
and bread and butter, as many of them 
get no breakfast at home. Then a couple

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MEMO’S FOR MEN. 


ERE are some useful tips about 
clothes and other things for 
young men whose valets may 
happen to be away on vacation. 

Have you ever noticed that the 
front brim of your hat is always 
the. part that is the first to get 

out of shape? This can be almost entirely 
avoided by placing the hat on the head 
from the side. The side brims of a hat 
are usually more strongly made, and will 
generally withstand the action of pulling 
the hat down on the head to fit com- 
fortably. 

And for the benefit of young men who 
may happen to have no valets, it is per- 
haps worth noting that the judicious in- 
vestment of 5 cents in a couple of lemons 
will renovate last year’s straw as well as 
any hat cleaner on the Bowery. Cut the 
lemons in halves and rub boldly over the 
straw, avoiding the hatband. If the band 
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is removable, take it off before beginning 
operations. 

Neckties last much longer if they are 
carefully rolled each night. A atill greater 
evonomy is effected if a separate necktie 
is provided for each Gay of the week. 
Wear a small tie with a clean shirt, and 
a four-in-hand the second day. 

Bachelors sometimes have to sew on 
buttons. When through sewing, twist the 
remaining length of thread round the 
sewn th ds and thus protect them from 
wearing against the button hole. 

There are several home-made trouser- 
stretcher devices. One method is to keep 
your spare trousers carefully folded under 
the bed mattress. Another is to fold them 
between two large boards and place a 
weight upon them. A third way is to fold 
the top of the trousers into the upper 
drawer of the bureau and the other ends 
in the bottom drawer. Then pull out the 
middle drawer as far as it will come, and 
leave the garments to stretch there over 
night.
